Cold statistics about our population, of |

Enter 
prise is a word to which much importance 
should be attached. Greater Victoria natur- 
ally points with pride to the legacy be- 
queathed to her by a bounteous Nature 
And some skeptics will study our increased 
and increasing population in the light of 
facts which reveal how. little we progressed, 
for example, from the beginning of the 
century until the summer of 1939.

| ba THESE COLUMNS THE OTHER DAY 
we drew attention shocking in- 
crease in fatalities from automobile acci- 
dents. The figures used on that occasion 
were taken from a motor records office 
statement, which also disclosed an alarming 
upward trend in injuries and property loss. 
Such conditions furnish cogent argument 
for the case for compulsory liability and 
property damage insurance for car owners. 
Financial compensation, of course, cannot 
make good the loss of a life from a highway 
crash. But it can at least provide assistance 
for victims who may be maimed or whose 
property may be destroyed or reduced in 
value by accidents. 

The only possible objection to compul- 
sory insurance rests on the added expense 
to the motorists. That, however, 
by the fact that those with an understanding 
of their responsibilities already cover them 
selves privately, and those who do not are 
seldom in a position to make good any dam 
age or injury’they may cause in the opera- 
tion of their cars.
